London, London, once the moſt Famous and Honorableſt City of Chriſtendome . ſince Rome was in its Glory, and now the moſt con- 
remprable: Foras thy Greatneſs hath increaſed within theſe late years,ſo thy ſin and contempt hath more increaſed: what City in Chriſten- 
dom hath thoſe Liberties, Freedoms , Franchiſes, Priviledges , Cuſtoms and Halls of Corporations, both for Forraign and Domeſtick At- 

fairs » 4s London hath : your Priviledgesare not only peculiarto the city, asa corporation , but to your ſelves, to your wives, to your chil- 
dren in particular, which the Kingdom in general hath not the like , nor any other corporation thereof: what city in chriſtendom , hath ſo many noble 
pecſons, Genelemen , and men of worths ſons for apprentices, as London hath: your power in it (elf ( if juſtly and wiſely governed, according to the le- 
gal conſticution, wich the multitudes of people in ic) is unvaluable ; your wealth (if you make nor your ſelves a prey to the knavery , coſenage and trea- 
ſon of thoſe, whom ye know have no juſt power over ye, and whom you may cakily reſiſt ) is unexhauſtable : And London now maketh its ſelt a Houſe 
of: for every treaſonablc intereſt, and changeable power to upon: London ( alias Troy novent) almoſt 400 years older then Rome, God di. 
vert Iroys judgment from it, and the like deftruttion tharfell on leruſalem, it is careleſle as Laish ,as in its years of doteage, whoſe (ins are like the fins 
of Sodomypride and fulneſs of bread, andabundance of wickedneſle ; ſo far is that late famous city , degenerated from its ancienthonor of Magiſtracy , 
Miniſtry and People, all dawbing wich untempered morter; London repent like Nineve, that thy judgment be deferred. .2uos Inpiter vel perdere demen- 
zat , bur God Sheweth London a way of deliverance,if it wil follow the diQates of his providence, and its lawfull conſtitution : da ye know your rights 
and conſtitutions by a juſt government, if ye wil not loſe them ; there is wiſedom in taking apreſ ccaſlion, The Law of England, is the common law 
and cuſtom thereof, confitmed by all our preceding Kings of England in Parliament, and ifa > made in Parliament contrary to the common 
law, the nexc Parliamenciris void, and nul ip/o fafo: The common law of England, is for RegaMKingly government : the Charter of London , and 
cuſtoms thereof, which is ext raordinary for its immunities and priviledges,is granted and confirmed by all the preceding Kings of England in Parl. and 
IS agreeable to the common law of Evgland and cuſtom thereof; And if ye looſe this common law of England and cuſtom thereof, which is forKingly go- 
vernment,ye looſe your charter of London and cuſtom thereof; By which charter and cuſtom of London, when an inter ragnum or ſede vacante(as now it 
c Lo.

| Romof London, the Lo. Mayor of zondon (pro tempore) being the Kings Lord-Lievtenant, and Cuftos Regni ſede werante , can raiſe, Horſe, Foot, Arms, 


Ammunition and Mony to pay them, with rhe conſent of the City, to what value he pleaſeth for the ſafety of rhe city and kingdom, and beſides his own 
and the cities 3 Counſels and Courrs for government, granted in favour tothe city by former Kings, for the good and ſafery of the Kings Royal Perſon, 
the kingdom and city, by derivation from,and in imitation of the RegalPawer; the Lo. Mayor of London, /#de vacante (as now it is) hach power to call 
all che Lordsand Peers of the Realm,and what Commonalty of the kingdom he pleaſerh, and all the late remaining excluded Members of the parliament 
which was in CAnn0 1648. to lit as a counſelin London, ro conſider what is for the goodand ſafety of the kingdom in general,and city of Londen in par- 
ticular, which is Camera Regs. Theſe Monſters ar Weſtminſter (commonly called the Rump of the Parliament) for indeed they are no otherwiſe ; but 


like Monſters, begotand born with a menſtruous generation, who change as their ſueceſſe changeth : you know them well cnough,they need no recita- 
tion, who are like,{cabbs,and excrements of the body, to be purged and cutt of. Whoſe Religion,is unrighteous Mammon;whole faits and prayers, are not fo much as to tyth 
annis, mint, and cumming: whoſe huwility,is ambition: whole juſtice, is oppreffion ; whoſe faire pretences , is like the divells Hipocrilie, to en{nare People;whoſe creating 
themſelyes a power,is like robbers on the high wayzand by their unjuſt power,are mnrtberers of your Lawes lives, and liberties; For in reaſon, that which is unjuſtly gained, 
malt be,by cruelty maintained: Who prolong there treaſon, and unlawtull government, (tothe Kingdomes deſtruion) as theives do there lives at the Gallowes,with a long 
Plalme; Whyſe conſpiracies formerly to infinuate themſelyes,into the People, was under pretence. That, /alus Populi, was, ſuprema Lex: The good of the People,is the chei= 
felt Law,By which pretence they deſtroyed the ancient,wholſome,and foundamentall goyernment of England, by King , Lords,and Commons, and now they having obtay- 
ned there wiskednef], Sa/us ſepis,is.ſuprema Lex,the ſafety of themſelves,is the cheifeſt Law, eyen to the Kingdomes deftruQion : Whoſe foundation is laid on blood; whote 
faith, is the breach,of all Oathes, Voives, Covenants, and Proteſtations before God,and man, In your ancient , and naturall conſtitution, the Kings writts, weere iſſued forth, 
for a free choice, of Knights, Citizens and Burgefles, in all the ſeyerall Counties, Citties and Burroughs, in.the Kingdome, Thele recruite themſelves, with Perſons of equall 
Guilt,called and choſen out, amongſt there complices in treaſon; Who reje& Sr,William Waller, Mr. Prinn, and other members, of the laſt lawfull Parliament, as Perſons not 
capacitated,in there conſpiracies:They being indeed two juſt,and worthy Patriots for theirCountry:The ſins this Rump,doth dayly commit,cauſeth them to deſpair of ſecurity: 
Who prefl themſelyes,to death,with treaſon and other mens ruine,as Tarpza,was preſt to death, with the Jewels, and treaſure, the Samines gained, by betraying the Capitall 
at Rome,and whereas in Cromwell you had one Tyrant,fine Titulo,in them yee haye as many Tyrants, fine Tuxlo, as they are dividuall Perſons , like the Decem.Viriin Rome) 
or 30 Tyrants in Athens, And wheter will yee have theſe, to _ oyer yee, who will be,inevitably your ruine, or will yee reſume your Ancient , and late goyernment,to 
bave a maxima (arta,confirmed in a free Parliament to ſettle,andlecure, the rights and liberties of King and People, the greateſt ſecurity , of the/Kingdomes , all other Dif- 
putes,and aſſurances,are vanities, without which,ye can not be ſafc,not at reſt. For the Royall Family , will neyer looſe their intereſt ; What joy was there in England for this 
Kings birth, In whom, England, was never bappier in a King,thenit wil be in him,who is reſolyed,to live,and die,in the Proteſtant Reformed faith, and his two Royal Brothers 
alſo,the world,doth not equalize,{uch 3 Princes, Remember theblack cloud,that was over the cittyz when Cromwell , and theſe his complices , tooke poſleſſion of the city 
the ſecond time,in December 1648, and confirmed Tichborn Liejtenant of the Tower,the next day,being the Lords day,Mr.Cranford(that pious divine)preacbing the publick 
{crmon in Sr. Paules Church, it being fo dark,that he could not read his notes of memorandum, in the pulpitt , which made him forgett, a principle clauſc in his ſermon and hun- 
dreths,in the Church,could not Read there Bibles, and many were faine to dine at midday by candel light;which laſted, untill 2 of the clock in the afternoone, the Munday fol « 
lowing: It was a black cloud indeed, which preſaged works of darkne(l; the breaking off , the Perſonal Treaty, in the Iſle of Wight, the murther of a gracious King. The de= 
ſtru&Xion of the Parliament, and oyerthrowing of the liberties, of the city and Kingdom, The shadow of which cloud is not departed from London yet, God remoyeit, Will 
yee abjure,a juſt,and ſafe goyerament, to ſwear Fealty to your murtherers, and your owne deſtrution, Moſt of theſe Monſters , may be included, into the happineſs, of the 
Nation;If they will repent,and retarne to there Loyalty,aud thejuſt government of the Kingdome, Your Lawes and juſt government preſerveth your Religion , lives, liber- 
ties,and Eſtates; Unjuſt goyerament doth deſtroy them, you haveexperience enough of it; Without a ſerled Law , every mans life, is atanother mans mercy. Will London be 
againe cheated,by the faire promiſes of this Rump,or dock of conſpirators,your Eſtates will nor ſatisfie their avarice, It is Londons mony,and irs {ufferance,which maintaineth 


them,in their wickednefle : Redeem your ſelfes,from there Slayery; Thoſe,that lend mony,to the Rump, are like wormes,and cankers in the bowells , that will deſtroy the 
body; roTq OS. ; ; ; re Bo ; «gal Declous,they arc Scrpents to deſtroy 


yee, For remedy,it is eaſy,if God will give London the judgment and couradge to maintaine, and prelerye its ſelfe, and not to give up,its power, into its enemies bands : Will 
yee put Thiefes into your Howles,to Guard, your Wites,your Children,Perſons,and Eſtates, you haye power enough , wealth enough , and Perſons enough for your preſerya- 
tion,and may have more affiitance,from the Counties, in the Kingdome, If yee rake the right courſe, who would fain be delivered from Slayery with your ſelfes, and by your 
meanes. Your ficſt rem*y is ſelfe preleryation, the Law of nature reacherh yee, {o to do, and yee bave Law enough for it , and power enough by your charter to performe it: 
Yee mult have a being, before a well being: Guard and preſerve your ſelfes, make your Militia numerous, and lett all commanders, and officers,be at the Lord Mayors,and cit- 
ties command:make an honeſt,and Gallant Major Generall, Yeeknow, Skippon will betray ye: pay no more illegall Taxes, neither cuſtome, nor exciſe , nor any other Taxes 
whatſoeyer, but ſuch as yee ray{ſe among(t your {elfes,to pay yout own guards, for your own preſeryation,and do it, without the advice,and conſent, of the Rump, You know 
the firſt diſpure,and queſtion in the Parliament was,for paying tunnadpe and poundadge » andother Taxes, withour a Law, there is now , no cuſtome;, exciſe , or other Taxes, 
graunted by Law. Hee thar lendeth mony ro the Rump,is an.enenie to the cicty and Kingdome; T.> lend mony to the Rump, who will not be able to repay yee, is to eſtablish 
your own ruine:The anfreenes,of rheParliament broughtLondon.nto a laborinth,andLondon,mult bring themlielyes,out of it,by bringing there lawful King,and a Free Parlia® 
ment together, which will put,a Period, to Londons and the Kinzdomes , burdens, and milerie;, and repay your diſburſments: Rayſe although it be,a yeares rent, ofeyery 
Howſe,(but lefle will ſerve Turn)for maintenance of your guardy and receive,all thoſe Souldiers, yee cao cruſt, into your command, putting them under juſt Officers, as you 
know,and chooſe;If yee engage:to pay there Arreaces a Free Paclameat will molt cheerfully, reimburſe ir,for the ſettlement of the Kingdome. A true Souldier, will not di- 
egreſs from generofity,and he isin honorable Souldier,ttiar maketh,ic his gloryzto releiye the opprefled,as wel as to conquer his enemie.Do not like Conſtantinople, in ſaving a 
lictle mony for the preſent, loſe he whole city,and all char is in ir,is nor he an unwiſe man, that wil not disburſe 20,40,0r 1001. to ſaye his Eſtate,and make goodhis Title to the 
whole, which will be thankfully repaid him againe; (bur according to the ould ſaying ) rather loofe one ſheepe for one halfe penny worth of Tarr , to deſtroy the maggets, in 
the Rump. What ſomes, hae yee beene, cheated our of by the faire ſpeeches of them , thaf have, almoſt deſtroyed ye, and when ye have , thus ſecured your lelfes, 
Arthis time there is no viſible l:;wfall power in England, but theLord Miyor of London , who is Cſtos Repni, ſede vacante, as now it is,andit is hoped the Lord Mayor wil cal 
to his Advice,/as he may by law all the Peers of the land, and what Commoners of the Kingdom he plcaſerh, and all the excluded Members of the laſt lawful Parliament, ro 
conſult what is for the good andafety of the kingdom in gene-al,and Ciry of London in particular,and by this means ye may Treat with your lawful King,and have a Free Par- 
liament called in his name, by ls Majelty,according to the lawfull conſticution of the kingdom,to derermine,ſertle,and ſecure all the differences, between King andSubje&R, Sub= 
jet and Subje&,and have a free;ynod to ſettle the Charch Diſcipline with ſuch reſpe to tender conſciences,as King and Parliament and Synod of Divines jhall think fitting : 
By this means London will mat ir ſelf famous and hoanouratle to all ſuccceding generations and beloved of the kingdom in general,and admired by all Forraign Princes :nd 
States for its Wiſedom,luſtice ad Valor,and then will the Manufa&tures of the kingdom be increaſed and yentcd, and the Commerce and Trade of the City and Kingdom flou- 
riſh both at home and abroad,wh wonderful improvements of Lands,Rents and Revenues, Remember the honour the City gained in Richard the I I, time , when Sir William 
Walworth was Lord Mayor, andikewiſe in the Reigns of Edward the I V, and Henry the VII, andother Kings Reigns, and will London now looſe all irs former gained Ho- 
nour, this noble andjuſt ation, ill make it more famous andmore glorious, then ever before, both at home aud abroad, and all other parts of the kingdom will immediately 
follow its eximpole : Oa the canary, by ſubmirting to the Ramp who are perjured creatures, before God and Man,and arethe Cities and Kingdoms enemies ( having broken 
all thejr O aths of Alledgeance, Suremacy,Proteltations,folemn League and Covenant ; In performance whereof they lifted up their{bands,to the moſt high God: all which 
Oaths are for Kingly governmenwhoſe lawful King they bare fince murthred,and broke all the laws of the land, and murthered their fellow ſubje&s ) you will enſlave your 
ſelves and your polteri ty, and ma: ye moſt contemprable to tie kingdom at home, anda laugniog ſtock to alli forraign Princes and governments abroad,and abhominable to all 
ſucceeding generations hereatter;hich God divert,and give tle Lord Mayor and City,wiſedom and courage to aR thecontrary ; For fo-prayeth Londons friend,
